Tendermen Reject Final Company Offer 
Of $10 a Month; May Cripple Industry 


VANCOUVER (BUP)—Some 600 salmon tendermen 
will walk off their jobs at midnight. The United Fisher- 
men and Allied Workers’ Union has rejected last-minute 
offers from the operators which would have given them a 


$10 a month increase. 

The British Columbia Fish 
eries Association, representing 
the companies, said it had done 
everything within its power to 
avert the strike. The two-year 
contract would have made the 
increase retroactive to April 16 
and guaranteed another $10 a 
month next April 16. The 
latest company offer also 
included all the provisions of 
an early conciliation board 
recommendation. which was 
turned down by the union 

A mid-season strike of either 
the shoreworkers or the tender- 


men would probably. result in 
a walkout of the fishermen 
themselves and deal a crippling 
blow to the west coast salmon 
industry. The catch and the 
canned pack have been poor Jo 
date and the companies have 
been hoping for a_ general 
improvement,in the latter half 
of the summer.

The Strong Man of France 


OR THE MOMENT M. MENDES- 
France appears to be the first 
formidable French figure to emerge 
since the of De 
Gaulle 

In the speech which won him the 
Premiership M. Mendes-France said 
he would shortly submit “a coherent 
and detailed program” for economic 
recovery and ask the necessary 
powers to realize it 

The first 
was the liquidation of the Indo- 
Chinese war, which, as an econo- 
mist, he considered entirely beyond 
France's means. By his surrender 
at Geneva he has halted a hemor- 
rhage of blood and money in Asia 
and thus, apart from all other con- 
siderations, has improved France’s 
economic prospects. 

The second item is a bold poliey 
of self-government in the French 
possessions of northern Africa. There 
he intends, if he can, to prevent tlie 
development of the situation which 
finally drove France out of Indo- 
China. 

This man obviously knows that 
the days of French colonialism are 
numbered, that the French Empire 
cannot survive in its present. form 
But “only “as a “Comimunity “or willing 
states, after the fashion of the Com- 
monwealth. Whether he can secure 
the agreement of France, or of its 
African eotonists, to his present pro- 
posal remains to be seen. His newly- 
formed Government could easily fall 
on this issue 

Much more difficult and politi- 
cally dangerous, however, is a “co 
herent and detailed program” for 
economic reform within France 
itself. 

No French Government since the 
war, or indeed for many vears before 
it, was able to manage the national 
economy successfully. It was because 
he refuséd to accept the haif- 
measures, the evasions and the dis- 
guises of successive Governments 
that M: Mendes-France declined to 
take office until a few weeks ago. 
Now, with a prestige denied to any 
of his recent predecessors, he has 
the chance .to apply the economic 
remedies that he has been pondering

To cure the economic sickness of 
France he must collect more taxes, 
reduce subsidies to agriculture and 
social security benefits in order to 
raise. the money for investment in 
the nation’s lagging basic industries 
In other -words, he asks France to 
admit at last that it has been living 
beyond its means and disguising its 
true state by the familiar 
plaster of inflation 

His _ painful remedies are—neces- 
sary; in the end they will become 
unavoidable; but will France accept 
them at this point? If not, M 
Mendes-France’s Government wil} 
fall not tong hence. This is highly 
probable but by no means certain 
He may have established such con- 
fidence among the people of France 
that the politicians of Paris, always 
sensitive to sentiment at home, will 
not dare. to dislodge him. 

The next few months or 
should decide his immediate future 
and the fate of his Government. In 
that period another question of even 
more urgent concern to the 
world may well decided 

M. Mendes-France has promised 
to submit the long-delaved European 
Defence .Communityto. the French 
Parliament. this -month..-If-itis+ 
rejected, or even if it is merely post- 
poned, Britain and the United States 
will wait no longer. They have indi- 
cated clearly that, failing ratification 
of the.E.D.C., they propose to grant 
West Germany its full sovereignty 
anyway

that under these circumstances Ger- 
man rearmament will be postponed , 
for the time being. Once Germany

OW THAT THE DUST HAS 

settled it is clear that the Con- 
servative Party of Britain and the 
Government of Sir Winston Chur- 
chill have not—been weakened but 
probably strengthened by their policy 
in Suez. 

When Sir Winston decided to 
withdraw British troops from. the 
Canal he faced a revolt among his 
backbenchers. Forty of them pro- 
posed to vote against him. Actually 
twelve of the rebels merely refused 
to vote at all. The Suez policy was 
supported on this vital division by 
the Labor Party and, in the reports 
of excited foreign commentators, it 
appeared that the Government was 
hardly more than the prisoner of the 
Opposition. 

In fact,, when the whole British 
Parliament,. except a small splinter 
of the Conservative Party, votes ‘to 
withdraw from Suez it is obvious 
that this is the concerted will of the 


nation. In this decision it is solidly 
behind Sir Winston. 


For him it must have been an 
agonizing choice. No Englishman is 
more devoted than he to the glory of 
Britain's imperial past. He did not 
become Prime Minister, as he once 
said, to preside at the liquidation of 
the Empire 

But he is not only a patriot, he is 
a realist and he has to face the fact | 
of Britain’s diminished power. He 
has to face also the fact of a rising | 
nationalism among the peoples in the 
vital strategic area of the Near East. | 
By withdrawing British troops from | 
the Canal he has made possible an | 
agreement, with Egypt and the Arab 
world. “ é

Many people ask me what can be done 
about asthma, and I cannot tell them much 
without stopping to study their particular 
problem. 

In younger persons, asthma is often 
related to hay fever, and due to allergic re: 
actions to pollens and dusts, while in older 
persons, the asthma which showed up late 
in life is, commonly due to trouble with the 
heart, the blood vessels, or the kidneys, or 
to emphysema, which is a loss of elasticity 
of the lungs. One can 
often recognize. an old 
asthmatic man a half-biock 
away, with his round, 
barrel-shaped chest, and 
his rigid» .neck~muscies 
pulling his chest up as far 
as it will go. 

A good allergist often 
can tell what is the cause 
of an asthma the minute 
he lear that the person's ' 
attacks come only at cer- Dr. Alvarez 
tain times. of the year.. He knows that at 
those times certain pollens are in the air. 
It is more difficult when asthma comes in 
spelis sat. any~time ‘of~ year, -or when" ft is 
almost constant. Then perhaps, the doctor 
will find that the exciting cause is a feather 
cushion on the davenport, or feathers in the 
bed pillows, or it may be due to a cat or a 
dog in the house or to many irritants that 
come flying through the air, or to repeated 
bad colds. 


DETECTIVE WORK NEEDED 

I@may help to find that the person gets 
his asthma only when he is in bed, or. that 
he is perfectly.free when he sleeps in an- 
other person's house, or when he goes to 
another city. I often say that in many.cases 
if the patient only knew what Sort. of de 
tective work he should do, he could quickly 
find the cause of his asthma. For insance: 
one woman kept a littie record of her spells 
and soon found that she got asthma when- 
ever she sieved flour to make some biscuits 
for her husband, 

Some persons find that their asthma can 
be brought on by some strong emotion 
as anger or annoyance 
who got their asthma 
the father and mother 
threatening a divorce 
frightened and fearful for the future An 
asthmatic child who has quickly recovered 
at a hospital may go into a spell when one 
of his parents comes to call on him.

People with this type of trouble 
have a flare-up of asthma whenever they get 
a cold, Some people are sensitive to molds 
which bother them all the year aroynd, In 
my little book on “How to Live With Your 
Allergy’ (Follett) I have listed many ways 
in which a person ean do his own detective 
work : 

There are many treatment for asthma, 
and several are helpful. A common drug 
which is used:-to stop a-spell- is adrenalin. A 
few drops of this can be sprayed into the 
nose with a special atomizer The only 
trouble with- this it is used too con- 
stantly the patient become used to it.

BUDWORM, LOOPER TAKE COSTLY TOLL OF TREES 


Killer. Insects on March Through B.C. Forest Areas 


A devastating, plague of in- 
sects is slowly sweeping forest 
areas of British Columbia, it 
was reported today by offi- 
cials “or “the forest “bislogy” 
branch of .the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture here. 

The plague, at its height. 
may become one of the worst 
in the history of the province 
~—destroying billions of feet of 
valuable timber. they said. 

Officials said financial jesses 


would be incalculable if the in- 
sects are unchecked. 


The insects are the spruce 
budworm and the hemlock 
looper, which im the past-have 
damaged seriously many for- 
est areas of the province. 

The situation is considered 
so serious that the forest de- 
partment has mustered every 
available biologist to work on 
ways. and means of control- 
ling the insects. 


Plans have been drafted te 


conduct surveys of infested 
forest areas. 

The department is expected 
next year to request the fed- 
eral government for addition. 
al funds to fight the insects. 

Hector Richmond, a leading 
federal biologist, said the 
spruce budworm began its 
devastating attacks on trees 
this year. The hemlock loop- 
er at the same time flared up 
on Vancouver Island. 

The last time the hemlock 
looper attacked trees was in 


1945-4647, Over 750,000,000 
board feet of timber were de- 
stroyed by the insects on 
Vancouver Island and the 
mainiand, 

“We are deeply concerned 
with the present _picture.” 
said Mr. Richmond. “We 
are working full time on the 
problem.”
